The navy is 
inclined' to think that it needs these 
qualities more than it needs bigger 
guns'or heavier armor, 


For one thing, American battleships 


already In service lend lt> be more 
heavily armored than most foreign 
battleships. Speed was sacrificed to get 
that armor.; the extra 10,000 ton al- 
lowance might well be used to re- 
dress the balance. For another thing, 
American battleships have to be de- 
signed to fight at a long distance 
from their home bases; hence they 
need a greater cruising radius than 
battleships designed to fight in 'their 
home waters. 


The gunshot, then, is fairly apt to 


be enormous vessels whose hilling 
power and abilily to take punishment 


not much greater than those 


of existing American ships, but which 
can travel much faster and can, slay 
at sea longer without coming in to 
refuel.

Germany Likely to Attack 


Russia in Event of 


European Fight 


WASHINGTON —(fP)— 
William R. 


Castle, former Undersecretary of State 
in the Hoover administration, told the 
house foreign affairs committee Thurs- 
day that Germany apoeared most 
likely to attack Russia if there were 
any European war. 


Testifying at hearings on proposed 


revisions of the neutrality law, Castle 
said it was unnecessary for the United 
States to be drawn into any conflict 
in Europe, contending she would be 
"merely war propaganda." 


Senator Bridges, New Hampshire 


Republican, on the floor of the sen- 
ate Thursday asked the chamber to 
express condemnation of "all inflamr 
matory statements and press releases 
by high officials of this government 
which have the effect of antagonizing 
the peoples of other nations against 
us." 


Meanwhile, Secretary Wallace of the 


Department of Agriculture, asserting 
the "dictator nations" had blocked the 
success of the administration's trade 
pact program, urged congress to back

Benefits Depend on Keep- 
ing Production Within 


Allotments 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—Thc Agricul- 
ure Department prepared regulations 
Wednesday which would permit farm- 
rs to collect benefit payments under 
lie farm law even though they plant- 


no crops. The regulations will be 


jascd on an amendment to the 1937' 
arm act signed by President Roose- 
'elt Monday. 
Tlie amendment provides that a col- 
on, corn, wheat, rice or tobacco farm- 
er will be eligible for full benefit pay- 
ment on the normal produclion of his 
acreage allolmeni, provided he plant 
within that allotment. Officials said 


farmer with an allotment who plant- 


ed no crops would be eligible for the 
lull amount. 


Previously, a fanner who planted 


less than 80 per cenl of his acreage 
allotment got benefit payments on the 
normal production of acreage equal to 
125 per cent of what he actually plant- 
ed. Thus a farmer with an allol- 
ment of 100 acres who planted only 
50 acres received the benefit pay- 
ments on the normal production oi 
G2.5 acreage. Now he will receive 
payments of the full 100 acres. 


AAA officials said they expectet 


few, if any, farmers to quit planting 
because of the change in the law. It 
was said that farmers could not sub- 
sist on benefit payments alone. Also, 
it was asserted that if a farmer stop- 
ped planting, he might eventually bo 
deprived pf benefit payments alto- 
gether because a farmer's acreage al- 
lotmenl is based on his plantings dur- 
ing the five years before ihe .allotment 
1.3 made.

prostate gland. 


The average man seldom knows even 


that he has a prostate gland until he 
has passed the age of 50 years, thu-ing 
early life its only function seems to 
be the supplying of a small amount of 
secretion which passes from the body 
with .the secretion of the sex.glands.' 


After middle age there frequently 


occurs an erilargeVn'eht or overgrowth 
of these tissues which is chiefly harm-' 
ful because of its interference with 
'the elimination of the fluid that passes 
from' the kidneys into the bladder. 


In ..addition to .the simple. enlarge- 


ments of the prostate which occur after 
middle age the-gland sometimes pro- 
duces disturbances, by becoming In- 
fected. ,Like many .another tissue Jti 
the human body, it may develop cancer.: 


_ Thus some experts in urology, which 
is the specialty' devoted to diseases of, 
this type, assert that, one out :of; every 
type- cuses of sudden enlargement of 
the prostate late in life is cancerous. 


When the , prostate gland x becomes 


sufficiently enlarged'it Yn;ay press upon 
or obstruct the tube through which the 
fluid passes, preventing a complete 
emptying.o£ the bladder. There is al- 
ways the .possibility that .this residual 
fluid may ;become the medium for the 
growth qf germs. : 


When the germs grow and-, develop 


their toxins the.; tissues become in- 
flamed. Under such circumstances, the 
inflammation-may be relieved if-the 
tissues are given 'opportunity «to rest 
by putting the 'patient/to: bed, by re- 
leasing the fluid through passing a soft 
rubber directly into the bladder'itself, 
by washing out the bladder with suit- 
able : solutions and.;by! giving medical 
'mfents which' pass into the urine ,and 
exert an antiseptic influence. 


In many instances.,there may be 


some reduction. in\Uie enlargement of 
the, prostate glandyuid .thus an oper- 
ative procedure may be avoided. If, 
however, such simple measures do not 
bring about relief,, an operative pro- 
cedure may be necessary..

June 15 ^ 


According to the present out-look in 


the Highland peach area there will be 
a big demand tot peach pickers, 
graders and packers during the dom- 
ing harvest. 'The harvest of early 
peaches should get under way about 
June 15 and the Siberia crop should 
follow between July 1 and July 15. 


Male labor is used entirely as pick- 


ers. Female labor is used only In the 
grading and packing sheds. Packers 
and graders must have some ex- 
perience in this line of work but any 
male able and willing to do the work 
properly can learn to pick peaches in 
a very short time. 


All persons who are interested in 


this work should call at the Hope 
office of the Arkansas State Employ- 
ment Service, 201 East Second street, 
and leave their application. 


This office will have information at 


all times regarding harvesting activ- 
ities and will be able to direct the 
•workers to orchards where they can 
secure work.

CEVENTY-F1VE years otter Gen, 
^ William 
Tecumseh Sherman 


undertook 
his 
famous 
march 


through the south to break the 
backbone of the Confederacy, the 
historians are still arguing ovtr 
the exact toll of this expedition. 


Sherman estimated the damage 


In Savannah alone at $100,000,000, 
but his figures appear to be a 
rough guess. Generally, it is be- 
lieved 
that Sherman cost 
the 


south $200,000,000 in that march 
which leveled towns and cities, 
mopped up military supplies on 
every hand. 
v 


, Sherman set ^out to make the 


south, howl and he did'just-.that. 
So he made his name a symbol of 
hate. He wrote to his* wife, for 
instance, at the end pf'May, 1864, 
that he knew the country swarmed 
with thousands '!who would shoot 
me and thank their God they had 
slain a monster." Yet, Sherman 
insisted, he had tried to be more 
kindly disposed to the south than 
any other general. 


This was war,'he reminded his 


critics, after all. So he 
had 


marched with his 00,000 men to 
cut off the source of supplies to 
the Confederates, to make the 
•south feel,the<reaJ weight of the 
battle. Jf that meant destruction,1 
well—history could make the most 
of it.
